LOANS AVAILABLE TO 
PBC FARMERS FOR 
STORAGE FACILITIES 


Loans are available to eligible 
farmers in this county, for erect- 
ing facilities for storage on the 
farm, according to an announce- 
ment received this week from J. 
W. Strickland, County PMA ad- 
ministration officer. 

Eligible farmers are tenants; 
landloard; owner-operator; or 
partnership of producers, Loans 
will also be available to land- 
lords whó rent their land on a 
cash rental basis, 

Loans may be obtained for 
constructing storage facilities 
for storing corn, grain sorghum, 
soy beans, rice, peanuts, and 
pasture grass seed. 

The storage facility must be 
an approved movable structure, 
and must be needed for storage 
of commodities in which the 
borrowerer has an interest, 

The loans are obtained from 
the Commodity Credit Corpor-| 
ation for a maximum term of! 
approximately five years, pay- 
able in equal annual principle 
payments. The maximum 
amount of the loan shall be 85 
per cent of the cost of the build- 
ing, or 45c per bushel of the 
rated capacity, which ever is 
less, and will bear interest at 
rate of four per cent per annum.

of Parents — Providing they can! 
prove sufficient dependency,

flict may quality for VA death 
compensation on the basis of 
the death of their sons in Korea. 

The surviving widow or minor 
children of a deceased service- 
man qualify for death compen-, 
sation solely on the basis of re- 
lationship, and dependency does 
not enter the question of en- 
itlement—but—parents must 
prove dependency in órder to 
qualify. 
Dependency of a father or 
mother will be held to exist if 
the parent does not have suf- 
fient income to previde reason- 
able maintenance for himself or 
herself and other members of 
the immediate family who are 
under legal age, or adult de- 
pendent members whose . de- 
pendency arises from mental or 
physical ingapacity. By admin- 
istrative action, the VA now 
follows a general rule that one 
parent who has an income of 
$80 monthly is not considered 
to be dependent—to state that 
same thing in a positive way, 
an individual parent must have 
less than $80 monthly income 
to qualify as a dependent under 
this rule. ; Two parents must 
have a combined ihcome of less 
than $135 a month to qualify.

In a press conference held at 


Industries Committee, said his 
commjttee has received many, 
inquiries about its position on| 
toll roads. These inquiries re-| 
sulted from discussion of thel 
proposed Jacksonville to Miami 
toll turnpike, he explained. 
Prompted by this public i 

terest in toll roads, his commit- 
tee "made an exhaustive and ob. 
jective study of the entire sub- 
ject;5he said. "We started with 
no prejudices for-or against toil 
roadj. We wound up with the 
conviptioh, that individual ci 
cümstances governing the feasi 
bility of any toll road project 
from this conviction we have 
developed a general policy, that 
we recommend to the people of 
Florida and their publie of- 
ficials. 

He said that a "cardinal point 


to require separate legislative 
consideration of every toll road. 
proposal. No governmental 
agency should have the power: 
to build toll roads on its own 
initiative. Such tremendous re- 
sponsibility should be entrusted 
only to our elected representa- 
tives in the legislature." 

The state pertoleum industries 
committee emphasized that any 
toll road legi: ion should “con- 
tain specific provisions to guar- 
antee the operation of private 
competitive enterprise for all 
commercial establishments serv- 
ing traffic on the route. Such 
protection can be granted with- 
out in any way hampering man- 
agement of the toll road, the 
free flow of traffic or the scenic 
attractions of the route." 

Mr. Q aid that "Florida 
owes its taxpaying businessmen 
the right to participate in the 
trade opportunities of any tol 
roads it builds. There should 
be no exclusive franchise that 
would give one company or per- 


ness along a toll turnpike and 
deny this right to all others.” 

The highway financing poli. 
cies of the state “are an import- 
ant factory in considering the 
case for or against a toll road," 
Mr. Quay noted. He pointed 
out that Florida is now divert- 
ing about $20,000,000 a year of 
its highway user tax revenues 
to non-highway purposes." 

He said that “a genuine traf- 
fie need should be the first test 
for any proposed toll road to 
pass, Also, a toll project should 
be of a type that could not be 
financed by other means. It 
should promise a substantial in- 
crease of motor travel It 
should add materially to the 
convenience of the motoring 
public, Otherwise, it would not 
be justified and will not pay.”

Voterans Administration 


School teachers who 
World War II veterans and who 
plan jo spend the Summer 
studying for a degree under the 
GI Bill will need a supporting 
statement from a responsible’ 
official of their school, stating 
jthey have been regularly em- 
ployed at teaching during the 
1951-52 school year. Veterans 
Administration said recently 

The statement, which should; 
show the beginning and ending 
|dates of employment, must be 
presented to the school at the 
time the teacher-veteran enters 
his course. The school, in turn, 
will forward it on to VA along 
with the teacher-veteran's re- 
enrollment papers. 

Such teachers must attend 
Summer sessions of not less than 
five weeks in length, and the 
course pursued must lead to an 
academic degree, VA emphas- 
ized. 
VA said its rules apply to 
teachers studying under the GI 
Bill after the cut-off date which, 
for most veterans, was July 25, 
1951. Such  veteran-school 
teachers are.permitted to study 
for a degree during succeeding 
Summer terms, so long as they 
are regularly employed as 
teachers the rest of the year, 
and so long as they do not skip 
any Summer sessions. 

VA also had a reminder for 
veterans finishing school this 
Spring, who plan to get jobs as 
In 
order to train for a degree dur- 
ing succeeding Summers under 
the GI Bill, they must be enroll- 
ed in their courses during the 
| Summer of 1952, VA said. 


CHILD LABOR LAW 
IS EXPLAINED 


Many Florida teen-age boys 
and girls will soon leave school 
and take "vacation jobs" to 
earn money for purposes of as- 
sisting the family, or personal 
gain. Some work experience 
should be a part of every child's 
education. The job — chosen, 
however, should be one that 
points in the direction of the 
child's future. The safety of 
the individual boy or girl should 
be taken into consideration. 

The minimum age of 16 is re- 
[quired for hazardous occupa- 
tions. These include jobs in or 
about plante housing or manu- 


helper, logging and saw mill 
work, occupations involving the 
| operation of power driven wood- 
working machines, elevator op- 
erators, and other power driver 
hoisting operations, and/or joBs 
in or about slaughtering and 
meat packing plants. 

The 14 and 15 years of age 
youngsterg>may do office and 
other light work, but not át the 
scene of construction, transpor- 
tation, or vessels or any job for- 
bidden minimum age youth. 


| Employment of minors is limited 


to 40 hours per week. In all 
cases certificates from  school| 
superintendents should be pro- 
cured and exhibited at place of 
employment. The school au- 
thorities qualified to issue such 
certificate should insist upon of- 
ficial age confirmation.
